Hounds of Heaven. 


While Irish masters of foxhounds have 
struggled for some years with the problem 
created by those sportsmen who prefer to 
follow the hounds in their motor cars, 
Bohemia has decided to move with the 
times and to dispense, not with the cars, 
but with the horsemen. The procedure for 
the hunt which shortly will be held near 
Prague has the merits of a delightful 
simplicity.

It is reported that the Swedish 
authorities have decided to follow Great 
Britain’s example in suspending the gold 
standard, and that Denmark and Norway 
have acted in a similar manner 

It will be remembered that Sweden was 
the first of the European countries to 
return to the gold standard early in 1925, 
before even Great Britain had _ restored 
the gold standard. ‘The other two Scan- 
dinavian countries followed her about two 
years later, but none of the three countries 
has had an active open gold market. With 
the aid of their foreign exchange reserve 
their central banks have managed to main- 
tain their exchanges between gold points. 

In the course of the last month or two 
the Swedish Riksbank lost considerable 
amounts of foreign exchange, and was 
obliged to seek a loan to support the 
krona. Its decision to abandon the gold 
standard has not, therefore, come as a 
complete watered.

ARCHBISHOP’S INVITATION 
ACCEPTED. 

The Federal Council of the Evangelical 
Free Churches of England has accepted 
the invitation of the Archbishop of 
Canterbury to appoint representatives in 
order to resume the conferences with 
representatives of the Church of England 
which were by consent suspended in 1925. 

The Council states that it will seek the 
realisation of the hope expressed in the 
Archbishop’s letter: ‘‘ That some further 
step may be taken towards at least fuller 
understanding and fuller spiritual co- 
operation, or, if it may be. by God's will, 
towards even closer union.’’

The Chancellor of the Exchequer in hig 
broadcast speech last night said that there 
was no justification for any increase in 
food prices. The country is provided with 
really ample supplies of foodstuffs. and 
heavy stocks still are coming forward. If 
prices can be retained—and it is hoped 
that they can—at or around present levels, 
the public will not be much affected. In 
this connection the leaders of the bakery 
trade do not anticipate any early rise in 
the price of bread, though it is pointed out 
that the position of the industry is de- 
Against 
this there is in the country a good supply 
of flour and other raw materials which the 
industry requires. Importers of Danish 
bacon intend to persevere with the selling 
of their product, since their opinion*is that 
the circuinstances require that business 
should be conducted as usual. The intima. 
tion that the Government will deal drasti- 
cally with attempts at food ‘“‘profiteering”’ 
have been received with approval by all 
respectable firms. The Government, under 
the Emergency VPowers Act of 1920. can 
make any regulations in this direction 
which it may consider necessary.

The Roman Eagles, 


The Colchester Excavation Committee 
has discovered the Roman barracks, near 
the new by-pass road, which in all 
probability were the first winter quarters 
of one of the most famous corps known to 
British history. Most people are liable 
to forget the length of the Roman occupa- 
tion of Britain, but the fact remains that 
the second legion—Aurelia Victrix—had 
unbroken term of service on 
British soil than any other unit in 
England’s history. Arriving with the 
Emperor Claudius, it remained for almost 
three hundred and fifty years, until the 
barbarian pressure from Northern Europe 
demanded its presence to bolster the 
tottering Empire. Actually the barracks 
seem to have spanned the gap between 
the passing of the old Celtic Camulo- 
dunum—the city of Cymbeline—and the 
building of Roman Colchester. The whole 
site has not yet been excavated fully, but 
the discoveries show little deviation in 
plan from the usual camps of the 
period. There is a consensus of opimon 
that here Claudius’s expeditionary force 
settled for its first winter—a theory which 
is strengthened by the unearthing of 
several Claudian coins and a few belong- 
ing to Cymbeline. At this point it may 
be mentioned that Celtic Camulodunum 
was captured in the late summer of 

43, whereafter Claudius was saluted 
as Imperator by the troops. Hope is 
entertained of further discoveries in the

JAPAN'S ONWARD|FOODSTUFFS IN 


DUBLIN. 


NO CHANGE IN 
PRICES. 


INCREASES UNLIKELY 
BEFORE SIX MONTHS. 


-“—— 
ESTERDAY was market day in Dublin, 


and it was very interesting to note 
that, despite the change in the value of 
money, there was no attempt at 
" profiteering.”’ Indeed, there was no 
feature which could be attributed to the 
change, and in nearly every department 
prices were at last week's level, and in 
some instances even below the previous 
week's figures. 

There was no difficulty in disposing of 
provisions at the former price. The only 
real change was: in foreign oats, which, 
on the Grain Exchange, brought a slightly 
higher price. ik a 

Generally in Dublin the changed money 
valuation has had little effect. In the 
shops there have been no rises in prices, 
nor do the proprietors expect any increase. 
There has been no rush by housewives to 
lav in goods with a view to securing them 
before prices soar, and this is a good 
sign. 

Interviewed be an Jrish Times reporter 
yesterday, the managers of some of the 
principal shops in the city were unani- 
mous in their opinion that the recent 
happenings in England would not result 
in dearer foodstuffs here. The public, 
they said, was generally the best judge 
of whether there was likely to be in- 
creased prices, and so far there has been 
no eagerness to lay in stores. 


STOCKS FOR HALF-YEAR. 


Mr. Dermot Findlater, of Messrs. Alex. 
Findlater and Co., told our representa- 
tive that there would be no increase in 
the prices of foodstuffs for at least six 
months as the result of the revoking of 
the gold standard in England. The reason 
he gave for this statement was that his 
firm, like most of the principal business 
concerns in the city, purchased their goods 
under a six months’ agreement from firms 
in England, and the contracts were made 
in British currency. Therefore, those 
firms must continue to supply the goods 
at the contract price until the period of 
the contract is finished. 

‘If.’ he added, ‘‘ anybody is to stand 
the racket—if anv is caused by the 
change—it will be those big firms in 
carrying out the contracts.’’ 

Mr. Findlater went on to explain that 
his firm had had anxious inquiries from 
eustomers as to the advisability of buving 
large quentities of coods for household 
use, and stated that there wee no 
necessity for anvbodyv doing so. There 
were no grounds whatever for a_panie 
among the consuming public. He pointed 
out also that such a procedure would not 
be good for anvbody, as it would mean 
tving up a lot of money. It would mean 
that there would be a rush of orders, and 
then everything 
shops afterwards. 


THE SMALL TRADER. 


Of course, the smaller shops would be 
in a very different position, as they just 
buy as required and have no contracts 
made, Therefore, they would be buving 
at the higher price and would of necessity 
have to charge higher retail prices. 

Two items, however, in the opinion of 
Mr. Findlater, may be sold across the 
counter at higher prices than at present. 
They are foreign bacon and foreign sugar. 
British sugar and Irish sugar will not 
become dearer to the consumer. 

Dealing with the statement made in some 
of the cross-Channel papers, that canned 
foods would increase in price, he said that 
he saw no reason why this should be so, 
as canned foods only arrived about once a 
vear, and, therefore, there should be no 
change in price until the arrival of the 
next supplies in about twelve months’ 
time. 

“ By then,” he added, “ I hope we will 
be well over the financial difficulties.”

SILVER ASSOCIATION

in the world’s monetary system as the 
quickest remedy to falling prices. 

Sir Robert Horne presided. 

“In the beginning of this vear,” he said, 
“the Senate of the United States of 
America passed a unanimous resolution 
requesting the President to call a confer- 
ence on silver. It was believed that Mr. 
Hoover would not be unwilling to act as 
the Senate suggested if he were to receive 
evidence that his invitation would be 
welcomed. 

‘In the belief of most of us a proper 
use of silver would bring many benefits 
to the trade of the world, both by mitigat- 
ing the harsh decline in gold prices which 
the Macmillan Committee has declared to 
be the source of most of our troubles, and 
by increasing the purchasing power of 
nearly half the people in the world whose 
stores of value are in silver.’’

MR. BALDWIN’S STATEMENT 


Mr. Baldwin, in moving the resolution, 
reminded the House that only a few weeks 
ago he strongly objected to a similar motion 
moved by the Labour Government. On that 
occasion, however, he expressed the opinion 
that such a resolution was only legitimate 
when the House was working against time. 
Everyone recognised the necessity for 
balancing the Budget. and unless the Finance 
Bill and the Economy Bill became law with 
the least possible delay the revenue for the 
current financial ye would be prejudicaily 
affected. It was a race against time. The 
economies were based on the assumption that 
the savings and taxes would become alike 
effectual as from the Ist October next. In 
the case of income tax colleciion, the 
machinery has been suddenly thrown out 
oí gear, and an immense amount of 
work would have to be done in a very 
short time. The demand notes would be 
delivered in the new year, and the early 
months would be taken up by the examina- 
tion of accounts, the issue of new forms, run- 
ning into millions; provisional assessments, 
appeals and rectifications. He concluded by 
expressing a hope that those subject to the 
tax would raise as few difficulties as their 
consclence would allow.

THE FIGHTING SERVICES. 


In Committee on the Tconomy Bill, Mr. 
Ammon moved an amendment to exclude the 
men of the fighting services from the proposed 
“cuts.” The proposals in the bill, he said, 
were quite inconsistent with the pledges 
given by former Governments, and their pro- 
bable effect on the services was instanced hy 
the recent incident among the men 
Atlantic Fleet.

Commander Southev had no doubt that 
sacrifices would be willingly and cheerfully 
accepted by the officers and men of the Fleet.

equitable basis. 

Lientenant-Commander Kenworthy said 
that it was waste and extravagance to go 
on building warships at the present juncture. 
Before the Government cut down the pay ot 
the ratings they should cut unnecessary ex- 
penditure, which did not lead to fichting 
efficiency, and only made the men discon: 
tented. 


FIRST LORD’S REPLY. 

Sir Austen Chamberlain, in reply. said 
that it was freely admitted that the Board 
of Admiralty were anxious about the effect 
on the men of the Fleet of the economies 
proposed. It was equally well known that 
the late First Lord himself advised the 


Cabinet that, in their opinion, if it formed 
part of a general measure of economy as 
between class and class, the loyalty and 
patriotism of the imern woa'd lead them to 
accept the “cut.” He would point 
out that men had been _ recruited 
for the Navy at ‘‘cut’’ rates of pay ever 


se 


' since 1925, and there had been no difficulty in 
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obtaining plenty oí applicants. What, there- 
fore, was asked was that men who had re- 
mained in a privileged position should consent 
to a “ cut” which brought them to the level 
regarded as fair for the later entrants. Where 
hardship might arise was in the case of a man 
who, with the reasonable expectation of the 
contimuance of certain emoluments, had made 
commitments from which he could not escape, 
and which his reduced pay would not enable 
him to keep. The ten per cent. “ cut ’’ was 
intended to apply to the substantive pay, and 
not to the emoluments, 

Mr. A. V. Alexander (late First Lord) 
asserted that the late Government were never 
committed in any shape or'form to the ac- 
ceptance of the “ cuts ” proposed by the 
present Government. The worst part of the 
proposed economies could have been avoided 
by amending the De-rating Act, and that 
without ns Pe to the heavy industries. He 
denied that the Opposition were bound by the 
discussions which took place in regard to the 
balancing of the Budget by the late Cabinet, 
because the present proposals were not the 
same. Personally, he did not consider him- 
self committed to any of the proposed 
economies. [“ You ran away.”) The present 
Rudget did not secure anything like equality 
of sacrifice. (Opposition cheers.) 


CIVIL SERVICE “ CUTS.” 

Mr. J. H. Thomas was referring to the 
‘cuts’’ which the late Cabinet had agreed 
upon, when Mr, Tom Shaw said that if there 
were to be any disclosures on that score they 
should be made in full. So far as he was 
concerned his consent to any breach of con- 
tract in relation to pay was conditional on 
every section of the community bearing its 
share. He should certainly go into the Lobby 
in support of the amendment. 

Lady Astor observed that there had been a 
lot of talk about equality of sacrifice. It 
would be better if there was some equality 
of vesponsibility, and eqvality of intelligence 
on the Oppesition side of the House. 
(Laughter. )

Lady Astor, continuing, said that the 
Labour Party were trying to make politica! 
capital ont of the “‘cuts’’ m the services. 

Mr. W. J. Brown urged that whatever 
stification there was for the ‘‘cuts’’ in the 
Civil Service a fortnight ago there was none 
now, because the measures taken had not been 
successful in checking the flight from the £, 
and, as a result, this Economy Bill was twice 
aS serious as it was two weeks ago. Even 
to-day there was more. acute bitter

seen, and thousands were compelled to take 
evening work, thus depriving someone else of

Mr. Neville Chamberlain, answering Mr. 
Brown’s criticism with regard to the Civil 
Service, said that the recommendations of 
the Royal Commission on the Civil Service 
were expressly declared subject to the over- 
riding condition that the financial position of 
the country would permit of their adoption. 
So far the Government had come to no con- 
clusion on the recommendations, but the five- 
point drop which took effect on September 
1st would be considered in relation to any 
permanent arrangement that would be made. 

Mr. Ammon’s amendment. on a division, 
was rejected by 274 votes to 221—Government 
majority 53. 


THE MEANS TEST. 

Miss Susan Lawrence next moved an amend- 
ment, the effect of which was to do away 
with the means test in the case of persons 
who had exhausted their benefit, and came 
under the public assistance administration. 
So repugnant was this provision to her, she 
declared, that if ever the Labour Party sought 
to impose such a test she would leave them at 
once. 

Mr. Batey said that under this part of the 
bill. 70,000 miners, at least, would have to 
submit to a means test. Nothing was more 
degrading and brutal.

Sir Kingsley Wood. in opposing the amend- 
ment, paid a high tribute to the work of the

Miss Aline Burnett. the twenty-three-vear- 
oid daughter of Brigadier-General C. K 
Burnett. -of Petworth, Sussex, has been 
killed during a mountain climbing expedi- 
tion while on holiday at Annecy. 

Miss Burnett set out to climb the Grand 
lerron, in the Voaudois range (Rhone 
Valley), early on Sunday morning, accom. 
panied by Captain Williem Ellison, who is 
an official of the 'nternational Labour Office 
at Geneva. Both were experienced 
mountaineers. 

Three hours after the beginning of the 
ascent they tried to climb over a boulder 
which lav in their way. The’ boulder gave 
way. and fell upon Miss Burnett. and, as a 
resuit of the impact. she fell three hundred 
feet and was instantly killed. The climbers 
were roped together. but the rope broke, 
and. though Mr. Ellison was thrown fifty 
feet and had his thigh fractured, his life was 
saved by a ledge. whic! broke his fall. 

For thirty-six hours Mr. Flilison Jev upon 
this rock ledge terribly bruised, and in the 
most acute pain from his broken thigh. He

EXCHANGE RATES, 
AND CUSTOMS. 


DUBLIN’ RUMOUR 
CONTRADICTED. 


NO GOODS HELD IN BOND 
BY AUTHORITIES. 


RUMOUR was current yesterday in 
some quarters of Dublin that imported 
goods were being held in bond by the 

Customs authorities pending a decision of the 
Revenue Commissioners as to the exchange 
value of the pound in respect of the duty to 
be paid on the goods. There is no founda- 
tion for this rumour. 

It was authoritatively stated to an /rish 
Times representative yesterday that nothing 
was being held up, and that nothing was 
likely to be detained or delayed because of 
any question relating to rates of exchange. 

‘We anticipated the present situation, 
said an official, “‘and we will do the best 
we can to meet it. No goods are being held 
up. We have had no difficulty up to the pre- 


sent,”’ 


THE USUAL PROCEDURE. 

When a vessel arrives in Dublin with goods 
invoiced in a foreign currency the practice 1s 
to regulate the payment of the percentage of 
duty imposed on such — at the existing 
exchange value of sterling as between the 
country of export and that of import, For 
this purpose the official rates of exchange, as 
reported in The Times, were the criterver. 
Since 1925 the clearing houses in Dublin ans 
all concerned with such transactions have 
accepted the 1ates of exchange from the 
Jonden Stock Exchange as reported in the 
srish Times. 

The rate of exchange which in general prac- 
tice operates is that of the day on which a 
vessel newly come in with imports officially 
reports her arrival. The rate of exchange of 
that day is the rate on which duty has to be 
paid, no matter how long it may take to dis- 
charge the vessel of her dutiable goods, and 
no matter how much the rate of eschange may 
afterwards vary from day to.day or at what 
figure it may be at the delivery of any part 
of the fives # cargo. For instance, the rate 
of exchange of the British pound in New York 
last Saturday was 4.85+ dollars. On dutiable 
goods brought from New York into Dublin on 
that date duty would be assessed at the 
4.8544 rate yesterday, to-day and to-morrow, 
and until all that particular cargo has been 
delivered. The fact that in yesterday's state- 
ment of foreign exchanges the price of sterling 
in New York was unofficially given at 4.2 to 
4 dollars would make no difference as regards 
imported goods brought in by a vessel which 
reported her arrival on Saturday. . 

It was stated by the representative of a 
Dublin Clearing House yesterday that he 
believed the rates of exchange officially re- 
ported from the London Stock Exchange were 
the figures which were the standard for all the 
Customs collectors’ transactions, and that if 
the London Stock Exchange remained closed 


‘until Christmas last Saturday’s rates would 


obtain until the London Stock Exchange re- 
opened, and that it would be on the last prices 
that duty would be levied. 

““ No rates of exchange,”’ he said, ‘‘appeared 
in Tuesday’s paper from the London Stock 
Exchange, and Saturday’s rate will have to 
be received for the purpose of clearing goods 
until it begins business again.”’ 


COMMISSIONER’S POWERS. — 

This view is apparently not accepted in 
official quarters. The Jrish Times representa- 
tive was informed that the Revenue Com- 
missioners have power to hold goods in 
bond while it is determined, in the case of a 
dispute, as to the rate of exchange and value 
of the goods. For the determining of value 
the Customs officials are armed with a special 
regulation. It is to the effect that the value 
of any article for the purpose of ad valorem 
shall be taken to be the price which an im- 
porter would give for the article if the article 
were delivered, freight and insurance paid, 
in bond at the place of importation, and the 
duty shall be paid on that value as fixed by 
the Revenue Commissioners. 

A Customs authority said that in some 
cases the Revenue Commissioners might fix 
values, but the practice was to get the best 
information possible. It was their duty to 
use the best evidence available, and that the 
exchange rates as published in the principal 
newspapers were accepted by all the parties. 
It was not a matter of barter or arrange- 
ment. It was a matter of convenience to 
take the published rates. They determined 
the values as fairly as it was humanly 
possible to decide them.

Seven or eight years ago the name ‘‘Robot”’ 
was new, and the novelty of its connotation 
gave something of an air of distinction to a 
play that was otherwise entirely common. 
place. On the strength of “‘R.U.R.” and 
“The Insect Play’’ Karel Capek became for 
a short time one of the outstanding figures 
in the European theatre. 

Viewing the play again last night, when it 
was revived at the Gate Theatre after a lapse 
of two years, and after the lapse of eigit 
years since its text was first available in 
English, the conviction is forced upon the 
critical audience that ‘‘R.U.R.’’ is little more 
than crude melodrama. Shaw wrote a 
‘“sermon in crude melodrama '" ; Capek wrote 
a parable in cruder melodrama. The entire 
attraction of the play lay in its presentation of 
the embodiment of a mechanised civilisation. 

That is not to suggest that ' R.U.R.” 1s 
not a very interesting’ play; it is one of the 
most interesting plays now available. It is 
merely to say that the larger claims made 
eight years ago on behalf of its author can- 
not be maintained to-day. It would seem 
that Kerel Capek set out to satirise the 
mechanisation of our civilisation, and that he 
changed his mind about the end of the second 
act. What he actually presented was a kind 
of optimistic reply to Apatole France's 
“ L'Ile des Pingouins,’’ and that in a manner 
which was at times so tedious that inter st 
was lost for long periods. 

Last night the audience was aware of much 
unnecessary talk and much unnecessary repetl- 
tion: there was a lot of ‘‘ about it and about, ' 
particularly in the third act. Neither as 
technician nor as philosopher, then, will the 
claims of Karel Capek be admitted by any 
audience to-day. 

The story is now familiar: how a chemist 
named Rossum, in conjunction with his engi- 
neer son, invented and made a machine which 
did all that human beings could do. They 
were stronger and more amenable, so they 
came to be in great demand for all kinds of 
They ultimately became soldiers, and 


belhgerent States. In the final state they 
rebelled against their creators and wiped out 
human civilisation altogether. The last man, 
Alquist, saw in his final stage as a chemical 
experimenter the dawn of the love instinct in 
a pair of robots, and was so glad that he 
velebrated the sixth day once more. 

All that could have been done for ‘‘R.U.R.”’ 
was done in the Gate Theatre production. 
The stage effects were all that could have 
heen desired, and the appearance of the 
robots inspired the required awe; but the 
production will need to be speeded up con- 
siderably. Mr. Michael MacLiammoir gave a 
magnificent presentation of the General Mana- 
ger, Harry ns better in many respects 
than in the prev'ous production over two years 
ago. This piece of acting could hardly be 
improved upon, and is certainly well worth 
seeing. Mr. Hilton Edwards again acted 
Alquist with the finished perfection that is 
expected of hin, and Miss Coralie Carmichael 
repeated her success in the parts of Helena 
Glory and the robotess Helena. . The new- 
comers to the plav all brought to their work 
an earnestness which deserved a better play. 
lut it cat be said that the human stati at 
Rossum’s factury has not been better imper- 
sonated than it was last night by Messrs. R. 
G. Hennessy, William Sherwood, William Van 
Craen and Charles Marford. The robot 
Radius was an imposing figure, with a great 
voice, and Miss Nancy deserves 
credit for a sympathetic study of Emma, which 
she undertook at the last moment.

PROTEST AGAINST 
DUMPING.

HE Free State Tariff Commission sat 
| in the Boardroom “of .the Department 
of Agriculture, Upper Merrion street, 
Dublin, yesterday, to hear evidence In 1e- 
gard to the desirability of imposing a Cus- 
toms. duty on oats imported into the Irish

Mr. H. O’Frie!l, Chairman, presided, and 
fhe other members of the Commission present 
were Professor T. A. Smiddy and Mr. D.

At the opening of the a the 
Chairman announced that they would first 
take evidence in support of the case for a 
tariff, and then evidence ayainst it. ' 
Mr. James Dickie, Seatown House, Sworás, 
Co. Dublin, who was the first witness 


examined, said that he thought that a Cus- 
toms duty should be imposed on all imported 
oats, except oats imported exclusively for 
seed, which should be imported free under 
licence, Giving his reasons, he.szid that the 
soil and climate of Ireland weré eminently 
fitted for the growth of oats, and there was 
no part of the country ‘where the crop was 
not grown successfully. In the last few 
years there had been a big reduction in the 
acreage grown, but this was largely owing 
to the unremunerative prices obtained for the 
crop. Even those whe used their own had 
found it cheaper to buy imported oats than 
to grow them, and were it not for the neces- 
sity for the straw, he thought that the acre- 
age would be further reduced. 


EFFECT ON LABOUR, 

Unemployment in the rural districts was 
largely caused by the decrease in tillage area, 
and as there was no unemployment insurance 
for agricultural. labourers, there were no 
statistics of the number of those unemployed. 
When they became destitute their only re- 
course was Poor Law relief. From the 
latest return of those in receipt of outdoor 
relief—he thought about 60,000 cases, which 
did not include single men in many cases— 
the number of agricultural labourers in re- 
ceipt of outdoor relief must be very large, 
rr 1 from his own knowledge in that dis- 
trict, at least 25 per cent. of them were so 
relieved at some time of the year. 

From statistics of imports, ,000 cwt. of 
oats were imported into the Free State during 
the first six months of this year, and he was 
informed that imports had largely increased 
during recent months. If imports during the 
year continued at that rate the import of 
oats would come to 480,000 cwt. —If all these 
oats were grown at home, it would mean an 
additional 20,000 acres under oats, as the 
average produce of an acre would not be more 
than 20-25 cwt., and in the best districts 
about 40 ewt. As the amount of labour 
expended on the growing of an acre of oats 
would be about £4, the growing of this 
amount of oats would mean more employment 
to the extent c* £80,000. An increase of land 
under corn meant also an increase 
under manured crops, and the labour ex- 
pended on growing potatoes or green crops 
would be £10 per acre. An additional acreage 
under oats would mean a very large increase 
in employment. : 


TARIFF QUESTION. 

‘‘T have not touched upon the economical 
effects of a tariff. and I can see the side of 
those who desire cheap food at any cost to the 
country,” said the witness; “but would it 
not be better to pay more for oats and give 
employment than to pay more money to sup- 
port men doing nothing ?”’ : 

The guestion of importation of oats from 
countries where foot-and-mouth disease is con- 
stantly present was, he said, a serious matter, 
as, in his opinion, the danger of infection 
through oats used for feeding stock was very 
real, and oats from those countries should be 
prohibited. 

Answering the Chairman, the witness said 
that he farmed 240 statute acres, of which he 
tilled about 70 per cent. He had about 60 
acres under grain, including wheat, oats and 
barley. Last year he 
the oats. and he sold direct to seedsmen. 

The witness said that he was aware that 
at present 12,000,000 or 13,000,000 cwt. of 
oats were produced in the country. Four- 
fifths of that was fed to stock, and did not 
come into the cash market. The other one- 
fifth went to feed town horses, racehorses, 
hunting horses, and to make oatmeal. It was 
not the home market that fixed the price. 
The price was fixed by the oats that were 
dumped into the country by Russia and Ger- 
many. The buyer seed pay only the same 
price for the home oats as that at which he 
could get the foreign oats. If things were 
allowed to go on in that way, the farmers 
would be in queer street. This foreign pro- 
duce Was being dumped free into the market, 
thereby causing the world price to be in- 


adequate. 
KILDARE FARMERS’ VIEWS. 


Mr. John N. Greene, farmer, of Mageney, 
County Kildare, gave evidence on behalf of 
a group of tillage farmers in the southern 
area of that county in support of the pro- 
hibition of imports of foreign oats into the 
country, and of allowing foreign oats in only 
under licence, except for seed purposes. He 
said that oats were particularly suited to the 
climate of this country, and could be pro- 
duced more economically than any other grain 
crop. 

If foreign oats were prohibited or restricted, 
as suggested, the farmer would be encouraged 
to season his oats and market them over a 
longer period of the year. If the present 
influx of foreign oats was allowed to continue, 
Irish farmers themselves would begin to rely 
on the foreign supply for their requirements, 
and would give up the cultivation of oats 
altogether. estriction of the importation of 
oats would restore confidence in the 
oat market: merchants would have greater 
courage to purchase and store oats 
in the autumn, and farmers would be en- 
couraged to make better efforts to supply 
any particular needs of the millers and 
feeders, und also to snread their sales over a 
longer period of the year. 

He did not anticipate that restriction of 
imports, or tariffs would very materially in- 
crease the average price of oats, but it would 
probably obviate the necessity of having to 
sacrifice surplus oats in the autumn at a 
ridiculously low figure, and would tend to 
stabilise the market generally. 

In reply to Mr. Twomey, the witness said 
that the importation of oats was used as a 
lever to depress prices below what they 
normally might go to, and below what the 
condition of the feeding stuff would justify. 


PROHIBITION SUGGESTED. 

Mr. Thomas Carty, Mageney; Mr. Michael 
Ryan, Castledermot, and Mr. A. Reeves, 
Athy, on behalf of the same group, agreed 
with the evidence of Mr. Greene. 

Mr. Reeves, in the course of his evidence, 
advocated not alone a tariff, but prohibition 
of every grain that could be grown in Ireland. 
“The country,” he said, ‘‘is full of idle- 
ness.” 

Mr. John Donohue, Goresbridge, Co. Kil- 
kenny, giving evidence on behalf of the Irish 
Sugar Beet-growers’ Association, also agreed 
with the conclusions of Mr. Greene. He 
expressed the belief that a tariff would help 
the Irish farmer. 

The witness went on to speak of the im- 
portation of Russian oats, and stated that 
down the country a higher price had been 
paid for Russian oats than for Irish oats. 

The Chairman—Is it your evidence that 
Trish oats are being offered at considerably 
less than Russian oats—that is, oats of equal 
quality ? ‘ 

Witness— Undoubtedly. 

The Chairman—That has not been stated 
in any statement of evidence put before us. 
It is a vital matter, and I suggest thht it is 
in the interests of applicants for a tariff that 
thev should bring forward witnesses to give 
evidence of the fact, if they received less for 
Irish oats than was paid for Russian oats, 
the quality being equal. 

The witness said that one of the buyers 
told him that he bought Russian oats be- 


. eamse he could not get Irish oats. 


The Chairman—we may have to subpenda 
some of these people and ask them their 
reasons, and if they are paying more for 
Russian oats.

Sir,—As a loyal Free State citizen and in 
duty bound, I have read most carefully our 
three daily newspapers for the past two days 


| in order to ascertain exactly how we stand in 


the present rather critical financial position— 
1 do not use the word “crisis” for the 
reason that everything seems to be going on 
as usual. I find in the papers through the 
pen of that a and hard-worked 
gentleman, “Our Political Correspondent, 
that there have been several conferences be- 
tween more or l@s distinguished bodies con- 
trolling our finances. The only facts I can 
grasp are that the banks have made bo 
change in the discount rate and that Mr. 
Joseph Brennan has gone to London. 

Is there no member of the Executive, no 
Currency Commissioner, who has heard of 
a “broadcast?” Am I to have my ears 
dinned every evening by British Ministers 
taking all the people into their confidence, 
and not a single syllable from Merrion street 
or Foster place? I am asked to keep my 
head cool and avoid panic. If [ am keeping 
cool and refraining trom shouting out when 
[ am not hurt. it is not by reason of the 
encouragement I yet from any of our financial 
authorities. [| have a few pounds in my 
pocket—not many, I am sorry to say—but 
why ‘does not Mr. Blythe, or even Mr. 
McElligott, get on to the ‘‘ broadcast’’ and 
tell me how these few pounds really stand’ 
Your ‘‘ Political Correspondent’’ is, as he 
cught to be, a well-informed gentleman, but 
1 should much prefer a few words from the 
Finance Minister. 

The fact of the matter is that this ex- 
treme reticence at such a time is simply 
ridiculous. Not a single particle of harm 
could be done by a few reassuring words. 
This is a moment when speech is really 
golden—even standard gold—and silence 1s 
not even silvern. We have nearly seven 
millions of British securities lying in the 
Bank of England as an “‘anchor” for our 
seven millions of currency notes. How do 
these securities stand in view of recent 
cepreciation? What will be the loss to the 
Currency Commission? Is our pound to rise 
and fall with the British pound? There is a 
lot of nonsensical drivel about a National 
Government for the Free State; but no one 
associates the Government with the suspen- 
sion of the gold standard. The Free State 
Government’s main fault is that it is tao 
reticent. Confidence begets confidence, and 
a friendly chat with homely neighbours is 
worth columns of high-sounding and quite 
meaningless speeches at foreign conventions 
or ‘‘ broadcasts’? to American newspapers.

DUSTBINS AND DISEASE. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—May I again through the medium of 
your paper endeavour to focus the attention 
of your readers on the manner in which 
disease—more particularly pulmonary tuber- 
culosis—is spread by our method of dispos- 
ing of house refuse’ Just as surely as beans 
grow from beans so surely does pulmonary 
tuberculosis develop from heol a bacilh. 
Fortunately, the majority are almost immune 
to the disease; but, of those who contract 
it, some acquire this immunity only after 
months or years of illness. while others 
succumb, 

Let us for a moment carefully consider the 
actual facts as they exist in a case of ad- 
vanced pulmonary tuberculosis In such a 
state the patient is daily expectorating 
millions of tubercle bacilli. Even should 
the greatest care be exercised and all ex 
pectoration be destroyed, still numbers of 
tubercle bacilli are expelled with almost 
every cough. These bacilli are collected with 
the dust during the process of sweeping the 
room, and afterwards deposited in the ash- 
bin, the contents of which are eventually con- 
veyed to an open dump, such as we have at 
Clontarf. Blackrock or Dun Laoghaire, 
whence they are carried by the wind to the 
lungs of those who pass through these zones 
of danger. In the open dumping system the 
destruction. of bacteria is brought about 
chiefly by the dehydrating action of the air 
and sun, but during weather such as we 
have at present the risk of infection is 
greatly increased by the vitality of the 
microbes being prolonged by the humidity 
of the atmosphere. It is quite inconceivable 
to me why such a barbaric system, which 
spreads with absolute certainty every type 
of infectious disease. should be allowed to 
exist. Until we realise that every bacillus 
will grow if it finds a suitable host, and 
that the only effectual method for speedily 
destroving bacilli in house refuse is by in- 
cineration, we cannot hope substantially to 
diminish the number of cases of pulmonary 
tuberculosis, i 

Meanwhile, until the svstem of ineineration 
is instituted the number of cases of infectious 
diseases can be greatly reduced by having 
the dumps in less populous districts, and by 
preventing children and young people from 
playing in their immediate vicinity, as the 
number of cases of contracted disease may 
be taken as being approximately in propor- 
tion to the number of persons exposed to 
infection. If we imagine the storm of protest 
which would most certainly ensue if we were 
to treat the sweenings of a byre, in which an 
animal suffering from foot and mouth disease 
had been housed, as we treat the dust from 
a room in which a case of pulmonary tuber- 
culosis is being nursed, it should arouse us 
from our lethargy, and stimulate us to use 
our influence toward the abolition of one of 
the greatest factors in the spread of in- 
fectious diseases, especially those involving 
the pulmonary system.—Yours, etc.,

INDIAN ASSEMBLY 
DEBATE 


STOPPED BY ORDER OF 
GOVERNOR-GENERAL. 


’*» CORRESPONDENTS. 
SIMLA, Tuesday. 

The first attempt made in the Legisla- 
tive Assembly to-day to secure a debate on 
the present financial crisis was frustrated 
by an order from the Viceroy disallowing 
the discussion. 

As soon as the House began business 
this morning, Sir Cowasji Jehangir, 
junior, rose to move the adjournment for 
the purpose of discussing the Secretary of 
State’s pronouncement to the Federal 
Structure Committee yesterday. 

Sir George Schuster, Finance Member of 
the Government of India, made an earnest 
appeal to Sir Cowasji Jehangir not to press 
for a discussion at this stage, as a debate 
in the House was likely to give rise to 
statements and opinions which might have 
a bad effect at a moment when the Govern- 
ment was doing its best to restore calm 
and normal conditions for business. He 
added that the Government were issuing a 
short communiqué later in the day. 

Sir Cowasji Jehangir, however, insisted 
on proceeding. He said that he did not 
desire to embarrass the Government In any 
way, but he was strongly of opinion that 
the House ought to have opportunity of 
discussing the Secretary of State s state- 
ment, which he considered was open to 
condemnation. 

Immediately that the House reassembled 
after the luncheon adjournment the Presi- 
dent rose and read a message from the 
Governor-General, stating that by virtue 
of the power vested in him under Sub-Rule 
2 of Rule 22 of the Indian Legislative 
Rules he disallowed Sir Cowasji Jehangir’s 
motion, on the ground that it could not be 
moved without detriment to the public 
interest. 

Lord Willingdon’s action naturally 
caused. much comment. There is not a 
shadow of doubt that Lord Willingdon did 
the right thing, and that his prompt and 
firm intervention prevented a debate that 
almost certainly would have had embar- 
rassing effects at the present moment.

AMhouch the Stock Exchange remained 
closed yesterday in accordance with the 
ruling of the Committee, members assembled 
in. the ‘‘Street’’ in considerable numbers. 
After some hesitancy at the start, dealings 
were, entered into with great freedom, and a 
fair amount of trading was in progress until 
a comparatively late hour. 

In the Mining Market the view generally pre- 
vailed that, following on the previous day's 
experience, the prices of commodities would 
tend to improve, and, therefore, a bullish 
feeling prevailed practically all round. Indeed. 
buyers were somewhat persistent, and 
although prices were mostly wide, it was 
possible to deal, and the fact that inquirers 
were mostly buvers led to an all round 
advance in pres. Expectations of the 
establishment of a premium on gold, given 
a free market, led to a great expansion of 
operations in ' Kaffirs,’’ end, generally speak- 
ing, prices were on the up grade. Not only 
were the shares of actual gold producers in 
strong: demand, but the more speculative 
counters were being bought. 

The announcement that the estimated work- 
ing profit of the Transvaal Mines amounted to 
£1,159.582. as compared with £1.155.456 for 
the preceding month, was an encouraging 
factor, and at the close of a strenuous dav— 
all transactions were conducted in the 
“Street ” or between cffices—the general feel. 
ing was one of optimism. Rhodesians were 
sympathetically affected, and althouch 
Chartered are only indirectly affected by the 
rise in the price of gold, the shares finished 
substantially higher.

INDUSTRIAL MARKET GENERALLY 
HARDER. 

As we anticipated in Tuesday's notes on 
the Stock markets, a large number of 
members ‘congregated in the street yesterday, 
and a fair amount of business was transacted 
in certain sections. The bulk of the trading 
was on professional] account. dealers generally 
reporting that the public was neither buying 
nor selling in appreciable volume. As far as 
the Industrial market was concerned, it was 
noticeabh® that Equity issues alone were 
mentioned. Where prices were quoted they 
were usuaily on a much wider margin than in 
normal times, but it was possible to obtain a 
fairly close price in some of the market 
favourites. For example, 1§-1++ was quoted 
in the early afternoon for 250 Courtaulds, 
whereas for Associated and General Electrics 
no better margin than 4 was obtainable.

UNSKILLED LABOURERS, 


That unemployment hits the unskilled 
labourer more severely than the skilled is 
shown by the percentages for builders’ 
labourers, contractors’ labourers, and general 
labourers, which are the largest recorded in 
individual occupations. The percentage for 
unskilled food makers is raed larger than 
that for bakers, and that for unskilled wood 
workers nearly three times as great as that 
for carpenters. 

Taking all producers, makers, and repairers, 
except in agriculture, fishing, and mining, 
and segregating those in skilled occupations 
from unskilled workers, it is found that the 
percentage of unskilled male workers un- 
amploved was 29.8, and of skilled workers 
10.7, and the percentages of those who were 
ont of work for more than a vear were 33.0 
for unskilled workers, as against 20.9 for 
skilled workers. 

From a table showing in age groups the 
percentages of emplovés unemployed, it is 
seen that the risk of unemployment in the 
case of single males increases gradually as 
the age increases, but in the case of married 
and widowed employ4s the risk decreases 
to the forties and then increases.

was serious in suggesting that people would 
leave their homes in England and come to 
Belfast for a difference of a couple of 
shillings in the amount of the dole, and. sug- 
ested that he should put forward a more 
Sefensible argument. “Tt is an  extra- 
ordinary situation,’’ he said, “ that when we 
come here after an adjournment since May, 
instead of being told what the Government 
has done in the meantime to build up our 
dying industsies, we are told that the unem- 
ployed are to have part of their grants taken 
away, fresh burdens are to be put on those 
employed and new taxes on people already 
overburdened with taxation, while no refer- 
ence is made as to whether any machinery 
has been created to raise the Six Counties 
from its parlons economic and industrial 
situation.’’ 

Mr. Thomas Henderson (Independent U.) 
said the situation was so serious that he 
could have led thousands of Shankill road 
men to the opening of the Parliament to 
voice their grievances. These were not “ red 
flaggers,’ but men who would follow the 
Union Jack. The Privy Council, as a result 
of the legislation, would be the executioner’s 
block and everything else, and the only 
people who would lose their heads would be 
the unfortunate unemploved. The unem- 
ployed worker in the Shankill road would 


resist the cut. 
NO ALTERNATIVE. 


Mr. W. Grant (U.-Lab.) supported the 
proposal, because the Government had no 
alternative. 

Mr. Cahir Healy (Nat.) said the Northern 
Clovernment was siavishly following the 
British Government, because it had no 
national outlook and no policy of its own. 
They were going to increase their imperial 
contribution, and he claimed that, as the 
Free State paid no imperial contribution, 
Northern Ireland should refuse to pay it. 

Mr. Connellan (Nationalist) declared that 
the social services in Northern Ireland did 
not spring from the needs that existed here 
but from needs which existed in Lancashire 
and other parts of England. There was no 
analogy between the conditions existing in 
England and Northetn Ireland. The Prime 
Minister, however, was a genius in carving a 
virtue’ out of a necessity which had arisen 
that day. He objected to the proposal in the 
bill which meant the scaling down of repre- 
sentative Government to a system of '' Star 
Chamber ” Government. It appeared to him 
that Northern Ireland was plunging deeper 
into difficulty, and that many of the members 
of the House and many people outside were 
oppgsed to all that the Prime Minister stood

Another table shows that as age increases 
the migrants íorm an increasing proportion of 
the unemployed. At the age 20 to 24 they 
form only one-tenth of the total unemployed, 
whereas at 65 to 60 they represent one-fifth. 
This is all the more significant as the pro- 
portion of all migrants of 12 years or over 
decreases gradually, from 17.3 per cent. of 
those aged 20 to 24 to 13.5 per cent. of those 
aged to 69. The degree of unemployment 
jn the non-migrant class rises to a peak at 
age 20 to 24, and then diminishes, but in the 
migrant class the pe.centage increases from 
the earliest ages onwards. 


Housing conditions are dealt with in two 
tables, one measuring conditions by the size 
of the dwellings in which the unemployed 
live, and the other by the density of persons 
to the room. The first shows that about half 
the unemployed of both sexes are living in 
three or four-roomed houses; one-roomed 
dwellings and five-roomed dwellings each con- 
taining aboyt one-eighth of the unemployed 

opulation. One-fifth of the unemployed live 
in families having three or more persons 
room, and rather more than half in families 


having less than two persons per room.
